This  evening,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (6-6-1),  13  pts.,  tied-4th  Place  Interior  Div.)  take  on  the  Merritt  Centennials  (10-6-0,  20 
pts.,  1st  Place,  Interior  Div.)  in  the  second  of  six  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  Merritt  got  the  upper  hand  with  a  7-5  win  in  the  first  meeting  last  month.  Wenatchee  is  5-6-0  all-time 
against  the  Centennials  and  2-3-0  at  home.  Wenatchee  swept  Merritt  in  the  opening  round  of  the  playoffs  last  season. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Team  captain  Lucas  Sowder  leads  Wenatchee  with  14  points  (3g,  11a).  Christophe  Fillion  leads  the 
team  in  goals  with  9,  while  Cristophe  Tellier,  Matt  Gosiewski,  and  Murphy  Stratton  have  12  points  apiece.  Brandon  Koch 
has  11  points  from  the  blue  line.  Merritt's  Bradley  Cocca  leads  the  BCHL  in  scoring  (8g,  16a).  The  Cents  also  get  solid 
production  from  Mathieu  Gosselin  (lOg,  10a)  and  Nick  Granowicz  (9g,  10a).  Jaydon  Fetter's  8  assists  leads  Merritt 
defensemen.
